(Wtoui Committr« on Public Information.; 
Washington.—The civiiao branches 
of the army and navy «re in need of 
thousand» of highly trained Workers, 
and before the end of 1918 these 
branches must be increased by at least 
20,600, according to the dvU service 
commission. 
The ordnance department of the 
army needs large numbers of mechan* 
leal engineers, 
draftsmen, chemists, 
and metallurgists. 
Thousands of In­ 
spectors are wanted to pass on the 
quality of ordnance, ammunition, and 
other supplies. 
For office work statis­ 
ticians. 
accountants, 
assistants 
In 
boslnMp administration, and specially 
trained clerks are needed. 
The quHrtcruiastér corpa wants sev­ 
eral thousand examiners and Inspec­ 
tora, and passenger and freight clerks 
are. needed.' The signal corps la short 
of draftsmen. 
The navy has an unlimited number 
of places for druftsmen, und a long 
lift of positions for technical workers. 
Practically all branches of the service 
need 
stenographers, 
typists, 
book­ 
keepers, and clerks. 


The army consumes about 2,000 000 
pounds per day of fresh beef. 
This 
necessitates the slaughter dally of 
4,000 cattle. 
Official inspectors scru­ 
tinize every part of this supply from 
the time It comee on the hoof to the 
abattoir until It vanishes from the 
mess tin of the soldier. 
Inspection begin» at the »tock yards, 
where the living animals undergo the 
examination of an official for any evi- 
detaces of physical defect which might 
be difficult of detection later. 
Where 
there Is doubt the questionable ani­ 
ma!» are separated for closer exam­ 
ination. 
Where , there i» certainty of 
defect, the animal la rejected a« unfit 
for food supply. 
Next comes a rigid examination of 
the carcasa. Only when found “sound, 
healthful, and wholesome” 1» the meat 
passed as acceptable for food and 
duly branded with a non poisonous 
vegetable 
Ink, 
“United 
States 
In­ 
spected and Passed.” 
The unfit car­ 
casses are destroyed. 
Fresh meats thus Indorsed go for­ 
ward In regular shl6<uents, but those 
which are to nndergo curing, canning, 
or manufacture into ¿sausages. lard, 
oleomargarine, etc,, are subjected to 
reingpectlons at each step. 
For these 
there is a final Inspection Just pre­ 
vious to theli dispatch for anfiy use. 
Samples are regularly collected for 
chemical analysis in the government 
laboratories. 
Wben the meats arrive at the army 
stations 
they 
are 
again 
Inspected 
either by Inspectors of the bureau of 
animal industry or by veterinarian o. - 
fleers of the army. 
They must also 
obtain the approval of the officer of 
the 
quartermaster 
eorpe 
receiving 
them. 
And they undergo their final 
test when the soldier’s immediate or 
ganixatlon 
commander 
looks 
them 
over before he permits them to be 
eerved to his men. 


included in war department regula­ 
tions regarding the employment of 
prisoners of war and lnternod enemy 
aliens are the following statements: 
All classes of prisoners, excepting 
commissioned officers and such oth­ 
ers ss are physically not fit to labor, 
will be required to perform work nec­ 
essary for their comfort or for tfle 
upk^op of their prison barracks. 
In­ 
terned enemy aliens will not be held 
for compulsory labor except 'as pro­ 
vided In this paragraph. 
Prisoners of war, excepting officers, 
warrant, petty, and noncommissioned 
officers, may ba required to work for 
the public service—they may be au­ 
thorised to work on their own ac­ 
count. 
Under 
exceptional 
circum­ 
stances, when specially authorised by 
the secretary of war, they may, upon 
their written request, be authorised 
to work for private persons or for cor­ 
porations. * Petty 
and 
noncommis­ 
sioned officers may be authorized to 
work on their own account, and. upon 
their written request, may be author­ 
ized to work in the same manner as 
other prisoners of war, except that 
they will be employed in a supervis­ 
ory capacity only. 
An order for labor will be regarded 
as a military command, and prisoners 
failing to obey such order will be pun­ 
ished accordingly. 
When employed on work that Is nec­ 
essary for their comfort, or for the 
upkeep of the prison barracks 
in 
which they are interned, prisoners 
will receive no compensation. 
When 
the work is done for the government 
prisoners will bp paid at a rate ac­ 
cording to the wo.’k executed; when 
the work Is done for other branches 
of the public service or for private 
persons the conditions of and the 
compensation for such work will be 
settled In agreement between repre­ 
sentatives of sold branches or per* 
sons and the adjutant general of the 
army.

A uburn, Ala., 
passed through the city this

with two car loads of thoroughbred 
Jefrsey cattle, en ro u te to Selm a, Ala., 
w here they will be distributed am ong 
the farm ers and dairym en of that sec­ 
tion. 
Included in thia lot were 120 
m ilch cows and 12 herd bulls. 
T heáe cows were purchased at S a­ 
lem. Ohio, from the best herds in 
the sta te and wiH be sold to farm ers 
at exact cost, 
plus 
tran sp o rtatio n , 
which will bring an average price of 
about $140 each, although there w ere 
several register of m erit cows in the 
lot th at cost as m uch as $250 each 
and come from the very best dairy 
Mood. 
T he United S tates departm ent 
of 
ag ricu ltu re, through the dairy divis­ 


ion at A uburn, is encouraging farm 
era to buy good cows ta ihe| South 
and It is through th eir co-operation 
th a t these cows are being brought In­ 
to Alabama and resold to the farm ers 
w ithout profit. 
Mr. (Mopton, of the D ecatur (’ream 
ery, stated that the sam e thing can 
be done for the farm ers of this sec 
tion of the sta te and that he will a r­ 
range to buy a ca r or several car 
loads in tins wa^ if the fan u e rs and 
dairym en show an interest \ m . the 
m ovem ent. 
Anyone Interested w ill do w ell to 
see Mr. (’loptf n and talk the m atter 
over with him . and this should be 
done, as m ilk and its products w ill 
play a big part in feeding the nation 
through the present crisis.
